HEAPgrABTERS Reserve Corps, 
Army or the Cumreri.and, 
Chattanooga, September 30, 1863. 
Colonel: I have the honor to submit the 
following report of the recent operations of a 
part of the reserve corps: 

On the Gth inst , I received orders from the 
GejS*ral commanding the Army of the Cum- 
. .t'.m,.! to concentrate at Bridgeport, Ala., as 
much of my corps as coold be spared for the 
duty of guarding the railroad depots, exposed 
p»ints north of the Tennessee river, Ac, Ac, 
and from that point to move them to the sup- 
port of the main body of the army. 

McCook's brigade, which was relieved by 
Colonel Mizner, was ordered from Columbia 
1o Bridgeport, where it arrived ou the 10th 

inBtant , , ,. . 

Two brigades of General Steed man 3 divis- 
ion, which waa relieve" from duty along the 
line of railroad from Murfreesboro to Cowan, 
and from Wartrace to Shelbyville, by other 
troops from the rear, arrived at Bridgeport on 
the 11th instant. The 22d regiment Michigan 
infantry, under command of Col. Lafavour, 
was sent direct to Bridgeport by railroad fro ji 
Nashville, and was then attached to General 
Steedman's command. The 89th Ohio infan- 
try was also attached to the same command, 
having been eent to Bridgeport from Tracy 
City. 

The difficulties to be overcome in forward- 
ing and concentrating these troops, and in 
bringing forward others to partially supply 
their place in eo short a period, can only be 
appreciated when the large space of country 
over which they were scattered, the great dis- 
tance from which relief had to come, and the 
necessity of leaving no ooint of communica- 
tion exposed, is fully known. 

On tho 12th inst., McCook's brigade, with 
Barnett's battery, was pushed to Shell Mound. 

At 7 A. M.,on tb« morning of the 13th inst., 
I started the following mentioned forces, un- 
der the immediate command ot Brig. General 
Jas. B. Steedman, on a forced march from 
Bridgeport, Ala., for Rossville, Ga.: 1st Brig- 
ade, 1st Division, Reserve Corps, commanded 
by Brig. Gen. Whitaker; 21 Brigade, 1st Di- 
gion, Reserve Corps, commanded by Col. J. 
-.Mitchell: the 22d Regiment Michigan In- 
fantry; 89th Ohio Infantry; 18th Ohio Bu- 
tery, and Company "M," 1st Illinois Artil- 
lery. At the same time I started Col. McCook's 
command from Shell Mound for the same 
place. These forces arrived at Rjssville, a 
distance of thirty-five miles from the place of 
starting, the next day at 10 A. M., Having 
marched the whole distance through a suffo- 
cating dust, and over a very rocky and moun- 
tainous road, on which it was exceedingly 
difficult for troops to travel. 

I established my headquarters at Rossville, 
and then remained awaiting orient from tha 
General commanding. 

-^At 3 A. M. on the 17th, in accordance with 
orders that I had given him, General Steed- 
man started from his camp at Rossville with 
six regiments of infantry and one battery of 
artillery, for the pnrpose of making a recon- 
noissance in the direction of Ringgold. In 
this undertaking be met with no resistance 
from the enemy until within two miles of that 
place. Here he encountered the enemy's 
pickets, whom he drove rapidly across the 
East Chickamauga, following them one mile 
and a quarter. He then halted and planted a 
section of artillery, by the fire of which he 
soon drove the enemy, who appeared to be in 
ferce, out of and beyond the town. Having 
accomplished the object of the reconnoisjance, 
and discovering large clouds of dust from the 
Tnnnel Hill and Lafayette Road?, and which 
were approaching bis pogition, ho deemed it 
prudent to return to Rossville, and at ouce 
marched back to within eight miles of that 
place, where be halted for the night. The en- 
emy advanced and shelled his oamp before 
midnight, but they fell back and disappeared 
before morning. At daylight he broke up 
camp, started back to Rossville, and arrived 
there at 1 P. M. of the same day. 

At 4 P. M. on the 18th I ordered Brigadier- 
General Whitaker to move at once with bia 
brigade and take possession of the crossing of 
the Chickamauga at Red House Bridge, and 
at the game tirat* Colonel Daniel McCouk waa 
ordered to march to the support of Colonel 
Minty, who was disputing the crossing of the 
Chickamanga at Reed's Bridge with the ene- 
my. The Colonel arrived at the other side of 
the bridge at dark, when be encountered the 
f m ir. v. with whom he had a slight skirmish, 
-taking twenty-two prisoners. At 5 P. M., of 
^tesame day, I Bent Colonel Mitchell, with 
!;i^«igade, to strengthen and support Colonel 
McCook, and he joined him dnring the night. 
General Whitaker was, prevented from reach- 
ing the Red House Bridge by coming in con- 
tact with a superior force of the enemy ou the 
road leading thereto. He had a severe skir- 
mish, losing sixty men killed and wounded, 
but he held his grouud until the next morn- 
TOjr, when he received reinforcements. The 
enemy, however, withdrew from bia imme- 
diate front before daylight. 

The enemy obtained possession of Reed's 
Bridge on the afternoon ot the 18th. At day- 
light on the morning of the 19th, Colonel 
McCook sent Lieutenant-Colonel Bingham, 
with the 69th Ohio Infantry, to surprise the 
enemy and gain possession of it. Hegallantly 
charged across the bridg*, druvo the enemy 
from it, and, in accordance with instructions 
received from General Steedman, destroyed 
it by fire. As the enemy were gathering in 
force around Colonel McCook, I sent him an 
order at 6 A. M. on the 19:h to withdraw 
from that position. Thia order was executed 
by 7 A.- M. 

I now posted Colonel McCook's brigade at 
the juncture of the Ringgold and Cleveland 
Roads, covering the approaches to the rear 
and left flank of that part of my forces which 
were then on the road leading to the Red 
Hr.uee Bridge, while Colonel Mitchell's brig- 
ade was led to the assistance of General Whit- 
aker. Nothing further tban slight skirmish- 
ing occurred in our front during the remain- 
der of the day; yet all indications led us to 
believe that a large force of the enemy con- 
fronted us. 

The position of my forces on the morning 
of the 20th inst., and up to the hour of battle, 
was as follows: Col. McCook's brigade was 
moved to a point near the McAfee Church, 
and was placed in such a position as to cover 
the Ringgold road; Gen, Whitaker's bri- 
gade, together with Col. Mitchell's, retained 
the same position that tbey had the evening 
Jjefore, and Col. Minty, who reported to me 
* daylight on the morning of the 20th with 
arvNBMre of cavalry, was posted at Missionary 
Mills, which position completely covered our 
extreme left flank. 

The enemy did not make his appearance in 
our immediaie front during the morninc, but 
large clouds of dust could be seen beyond our 
position, arising from the Lafayette and Har- 
rison roads, running in the direction of the 
sound of buttle. At 10:30 A. M. I heard very 
heavy firii g, which was constantly increas-. 
ing in volume and intensity on our right, in 
the direction of Gen. Thomas's position. Soon 
afterward, being all convinced, judging from 
the sound of battle, that the enemy were 
pushing him hard, and, fearing that he would 
not be able to resist their combined attack, I 
determined to go to his assistance at once. It 
was now a'oout il A. M. I started with Gen. 
W hittaker's and Col. Mitchell's brigades, un- 
der the immediate command of Gen. Steed- 
man, and left Col. McCook's brigade at the 
McAfee Church, in position to cover the 
Ringgold road. Gen. Thomas was at this time 
engaging the enemy at a point between the 
Lafayette and Dry Valley roads, in the vicin- 
ity of House, about three miles and one 

half from our place of starting. We had not 
proceeded more than two miles, when the en- 
emy made his appearance in the woods on 
the left of our advancing column, about three- 
fourths of a mile from the road. They opened 
upon us quite briskly with their skirmishera 
and a section of artillery. I then made a 
short halt to feel them, and, being convinced 
that they were only a party of observation. I 
again rapidly pushed forward my troops. At 
this juncture I sent back and ordered up Col. 
McCook's brigade to watch the movements of 
the enemy at thia point; to keep open the 
Lafayette Road, and to cover the open field on 
tho right of the road and those that intervened 
between this point and the position held by 
Gen. Thomas. As rapidly as possible Col. 
McCook brought up bis brigade; took the po- 
sition assigned to him, and held it until he 
marched to Ros3ville from the field of battle, 
at 10 P. M. At 6 P. M. the enemy opened an 
artillery fire upon Col. McCook, but he soon 
silenced their battery, which had done little 
or no damage to his troops. 

At about i P. M. I reported to General 
Thomas. His forces were stationed at that 
time upon the brow and holding a "horse-shoe 
ridge." The enemy were pressing him hard 
' " f m . m t, and endeavoring to turn both of his 
[ianks. To the right of this position was a 
ridge running east and west, and nearly at 
right angles therewith. Upon this the enemy 
were just forming. They also had possession 
of a gorge in the same, through which they 
•were rapidly moving in large masses, with 
the design of falling upon the right flank and 
rear of the forces upon the "horse-shoe ridge.' 
General Thomas had not the troops to oppo3e 
this movement, and in fifteen minutes from 
the time when we appeared on the field, had 
it not been for our fortunate arrival, his forcss 
■would have btfou terribly cut up and 
captured. As rapidly as possible I formed 



General Whitaker's and Colonel Mitchell's 
brigades, to hurl them against the threatening 
force of the enemy, which afterward proved to 
be Hindman s division. The gallant Steed- 
man, seizing the colors of a regiment, led his 
men to the attack. With loud cheers they 
rushed upon the enemy, and after a terrific 
conflict, lasting but twenty minutes, drove 
them from their ground, and occupied the 
ridge and gorge. The slaughter of both friend 
and foe was frightful. Gen. Whitaker, 
while lushing forward at the bead of his brig- 
ade, was knocked from his horse by a musket 
ball, and for a short time rendered unfit for 
duty, while two of his staff officers were kill- 
ed, and he was seriously bruised; yet he was 
able to remain on duty during the day. This 
attack was made by our troops, very few of 
whom bad ever been in action before, against 
a division of old soldiers, who largely outnum- 
bered them; yet, with resolution aud energy, 
tbey drove the enemy from his strong posi- 
tion, occupied it themselves, and afterward hrld 
the ground they had gained with such terri- 
ble losses. The victory was dearly won, but 
to this army it was a priceless one. 

There was now a lull in the battle; it was 
of short duration, however, tor within thirty 
minutes after we had gained possession of the. 
ridge, we were impetuously attacked by two 
divisions of Longslreet's veterans. Again 
the enemy was driven back, and from this 
time until dark the battle between these two 
opposing forces raged furiously. Our whole 
line was continuously enveloped in smoke and 
fire. The assaults of the enemy were now 
made with that energy which whs inspired by 
the bright prospect of a speedy victory, and. 
by a consciousness that it was only necessary 
to carry this position and crush our forces, to 
enable him to overthrow our army and drive 
it across the Tennessee River. Their forces 
were massed and hurled upon us for the pur- 
pose of terminating at once this great and 
bloody battle. But the stout hearts of the 
handtnl of men who stood before them qusiled 
cot. They understood our perilous position, 
and held their ground, determined to perish 
rather than yield it. Never had a commander 
such just cause for congratulation over the 
action of his troops. 

The ammunition which was brought in our 
train to this part of the field was divided with 
Generals Brannan's and Wood's divisions 
early in the afternoon, and we soon exhausted 
the remainder. All that we could then pro- 
cure was taken from the cartridge-boxes of 
our own and the enemy's dead and wounded. 
Soon this supply was exhausted before the 
battle was over, and while the enemy was 
still in onr front, hurling fresh troops against 
us. It was almost dark. Tne enemy had 
been driven back; but we had not a round of 
animiinition left. All now seemed to be lost, 
if he Ehould return to the contest. Antici- 
pating another attack, I ordered the command 
to be given to the men to stand firm and to 
use the cold steel. After an ominous silence 
of a few minutes, the enemy came rushing 
upon us again. With fixed bayonets our 
troops gallantly charged them, and drove 
them back in confusion. Twice more were 
these charges repeated, and the enemy driven 
back before darkness brought an end to the 
battle. Night came, and the enemy fell back, 
whipped and discomfited. 

At 3 P. M. Brigadier-General Garfield, 
Chief of Staff, appeared upon that part of the 
field where my troops were hotly engaged 
with the enemy. He remained with us until 
dark, animating and cheering both officers 
and men. 

Although they are not under my command, 
I cannot refrain from herein noticing the 
trbops that held the Horse-shoe Ridge, and 
from testifying to their heroic bravery and un- 
flinching steadiness under the heaviest fire. 
Their commanders, Generals Brannon and 
Wood, and Colonel Harker, behaved with un- 
qualified bravery and gallantry. 

At 7 P. M. 1 received instructions from Ma- 
jor-Oeneral ThomaB to withdraw my troops 
from the position they held at dark, to march 
back to lioesville, and to cover the rear of the 
forces falling back upon that place with Mc- 
Cook's brigade. These instructions were 
promptly carried out, and I went into camp 
that night in accordance therewith. 

My two brigades numbered two hundred 
and sixteen commissioned officers and three 
thonsand six hundred and ninety-seven men, 
when they went into action. Between one 
o'clock P. M. and dark there were killed, 
wounded, and missing one hundred and nine 
commissioned officers, and sixteen hundred 
and twenty-three men— a total of seventeen 
hundred and thirty-two. These losses are 
subdivided as follows: Killed, two hundred 
and thirty-five; wounded, nine hundred and 
tlilrtj -six; ■■ r tall of whom, with the ex- 
ception ot a very small fraction, were taken 
prisoners), five hundred and 9ixtv-one. 

Among the gallant dead who fell upon the 
field ot battle was Captain W. C. Ruasell, mv 
Assistant Adjutant-General. He fell, with 
bis face to the enemy, in the thickest of the 
battle, while discharging an important duty. 
His loss is severely felt Through his sterling 
qualities of heart and bead he became the idol 
ot his corps. All who knew him now lament 
the loss ot an accomplished soldier and sincere 
gentleman. 

It is with pleasure that I call the attention 
of the commanding General to the bravery 
and gallantry displayed during the battle by 
Brigadier-General James B. Steedman. He 
fearlessly rushed into the midst of danger and" 
was ever present with his troops, leading 
them with care and confidence, rallying and 
encouraging them and establishing order and 
confidence. 

General Whitaker and Colonel Mittcbell, 
commanding brigades, were also conspicuous 
for their bravcrj and activity. They man- 
f ged their troops well and contributed much 
to our success during the day. 

Col. Daniel McCook, commanding the 21 
brigade, 2d division, properly and promptly 
carried out all orders and instructions I gave 
him. Although bia brigade was not engaged 
in the battle, it held a very important poai- 
tioD, protecting the rear of those who were 
fighting. 

The aid and assistance rendered me by Col. 
James Thompson, my Chief of Artillerv, was 
timely and of great importance. His well- 
known ability and former experience rendered 
him a most efficient officer on the field. 

The commanding officers of all my regi- 
ments, with but one exception, and of all my 
batteries, behaved nobly. Below I give a list 
of those most conspicuous for efficiency and 
bravery, and deserving special mention: 

Colonel Champion, 9Gth Illinois; Colonel 
Moore, 115tn Illinois; Colonel Lafavour, 22d 
Michigan; Colonel Carlton, 89th Ohio; Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Banning, 12htOhio; Lieuten- 
ant-Colonel Carter Van Vleck, 78th Illinois; 
Lieutenant-Colonel Warner, 113th Ohio; Maj. 
Brodies (killed), 96th Illinois; Major Yeager, 
112th Ohio; Lieutenant-Colonel Ganuurn, 22d 
Michigan (wounded); Oapt. Urquhart, com- 
manding 98th Ohio (wounded); CapUThom- 
as, who succeeded him in command, and was 
killed; Captain Espy, Commissary of Sub- 
sistence (killed); Captain Hicks, 96th Illinois; 
Adjutant Hamilton, 113th Ohio; Captain Moe, 
A A. G., SLjor Smith, Lieutenant Blandin, 
and Captain Havs, all of General Steedman's 
staff. All of General Whitaker's staff officers 
were killed or wounded iu the commencement 
of the battle. Their names have not been 
given to me. 

I desire to return my thanks to the follow- 
ing members of my stiff, who were with me 
and rendered me efficient aid and service da- 
ring the two days of battle; Major J. S. Ful- 
lerton, Captain J. Gordon Taylor, Captain W. 
L. Avery, and Lieut T. G. Bmham.

Butter Making in Winter. — It is not an 
easy matter to make good butter during the 
winter months, especially when you have, as 
is usually the case, but few cows that are giv- 
ing milk. 

If the milk was as rich in butter during the 
winter as it is in summer, there would seem 
to be no reason why it cannot be extracted. 
The temperature of the house is under our 
control; so is that of the churn, the cream, &c. 
But the fact is, that in the majority of cases 
the milk contains little butter. The good 
wife may be ever so skilful iu her manage- 
ment, but if the butter is not there no amount 
of caieand labor on her part will produce it. 
II the butter does not "come," the fault is not 
hers. Let the cows be well fed and kept 
warm and comfoi tab!e and there will be lit- 
tle trouble in churning. 

Butter, like fat, is derived from tho food. 
If the food contains fat — or carbonaceous sub- 
eiance.*, like etaicb. and sugar they will pro- 
ducefut; and if these are not con umed to keep 
up the animal h. at of the body, the cow, if 
liberally supplied with it, will either increase 
in weight or give milk rich in butter. Good 
hay and a little corn meal and shorts, with a 
daily mess of sliced mangel wurtzel, will 
make as rich milk in winter as in summer, 
provided the cow is kept warm. 

An English lady, who has had much expe- 
rience in making butter, gives us the follow- 
ing hints in regard to her method of procedure 
in winter: Where only a few cow3 are giving 
milk, skim the cream off every morning and 
scald it by putting it in a tin immersed in 
boiling water, and letting it remain till well 
heated. If the cows are eating turnips, this 
w ill take away their unpleasant flavor from 
the butter. After scalding the cream put it 
in a crock, and add to it cream each morning 
(scalding as before), till you have enough to 
churn, say one week. If kept longer the 
cieam is apt to become bitter. It is not de- 
sirable to skim the milk for more than two 
days. The cream should be kept in a moder- 
ately warm room, or at least where it will not 
freeze. When ready to churn, scald your 
churn, and pour in the cream while the churn 
is hot, and churn immediately.

EsooCBAOiM«NT for TUB SoLDifit. — There 
will be an attempt made in Congre33 to raise 
the pay of commissioned officers of the army, 
but without much prospect of success. But 
the proposition to increase the pay of the pri- 
vate soldier and perhaps the non-commis- 
sioned officers will find more favor. The pay 
of a private is now worth in gold only $8 6o, 
and in purchasing power is of little more 
value. An addition of one-third, carrying up 
to $17, is recommended, as the paper they are 
paid is at a discount of one-third. 

It is proposed, alto, to revise the pension list, 
which allows only $8 a month to the private 
disabled in the service, or to his widow and 
children, in case of death. The present rate 
was fixed when the monthly pay of the sol- 
dier was only $3. It is proposed to raise this 
sum to at least $13, and there are those who 
desire to see it fixed at the enhanced rate to 
which it ia proposed to raiae the pay of the 
private. 

Another provision of equal interest is some 
establishment for invalided soldiers, on the 
plan of Greenwich Hospital and the Hotel 
d Invalide in Paris. Such a provision is but 
right in every aspect. If a nation will or 
must go to war, it should feel among its first 
and tenderest cares a solicitude for those who 
do the hardest and worst work of the war, to 
wit: fight its battles and encounter the innu- 
merable hardships of campaigns, as compo- 
nents enly of an undistinguished mass, the 
rank and file. The pay of tho commissioned 
officers, their honors end opportunities for dis- 
tinction, are stimulants in which the common 
soldiers cannot share, ilence the call for a 
more liberal and encouraging dealing tban 
our laws now mete out to them. If that call 
is not responded to by Congress, its members 
will, by their indifference to the comforts and 
well-being of the defenders of their coantry, 
show how hollow are their professions o" re- 
gard for the "dear people," whenever they 
have occasion to humbly ask their votes. 

Indiana Itfhs. — A number of newsboys at 
Indianapolis bad their hands and feet frozen 
on Saturday while endeavoring to deliver 
their papers. 

The Indianapolis Journal corrects a report 
published by it»n Saturday in relation to sol- 
diers freezing to death at Camp Morton. 
While a number have had their ears, nosos, 
and feet nipped by the icy winds of tha past 
few days, no fatality has resulted therefrom. 

Five deserters escaped from the guardhouse 
at Indianapolis on Saturday night. 

The late cold weather has seriously inter- 
fered with recruiting. 

The 35th Indiana (Irish) regiment arrived 
at Indianapolis on Saturday night. Only two 
hundred of the battle- worn heroes have lived 
to return. Some of this gallant regiment was 
recruited in this city. 

The thermometer indicated 20° below zero, 
on Friday, at Indianapolis.

Times to Messrs. Love & Jennings, of that 
place. Dr. Monroe ia in feeble health, and 
designs living some years in a healthier 
climate.

The mission of Gen. Bntler here is much 
wider tban has been stated and the nature of 
which will remain secret until subsequent 
action on the part of the rebels has been 
developed. 

Gen. Butler had a nrotracted interview 
with the President, Secretary Stanton, and 
Gen. Halleck to day, and, it is understood, 
had their full consent and power given bim 
to carry the same into effect that all the rebel 
prisoners, about 38,000 in number, which are 
to be transmitted to bid department, is true, 
and retaliatory measures are to be instituted 
to a proper and legitimate extent. 

It is aleo embraced in Gen. Butler's scheme 
a move in the game which the rebels little 
think .of, which cannot fail to bring them to 
terms. He has prepared a counter mode to 
every probable contingency, and whether 
they refuse to hold communication with him 
or not the result will be the same. Other 
specials are of the fame tenor on the same sub- 
ject.

Military Execution Next Friday — Hen- 
tf Andrus, alias Harvey Anderson, will be 
shot in the vicinity of Covington next Friday, ! 
between the hours of one and four P. M., iu 
compliance with General Order No. 187, issued 
from the headquarters of the Department of 
the Ohio, approving the sentence of death ad- 
judged by a court-martial. He is a private in 
the 124th Ohio volunteer infantry, and pre- 
vious to the war was a practising physician at 
New Orleans. He enlisted in the tall of 18G2, 
and accompanied his regiment to Tennessee, 
fhWtted it there, came to Cincinnati, and re- 
sumed the practice of his profession. He was 
convicted on charges of desertion and con- 
temptuous language toward the President. 
His age is about forty-two, and he has no fam- 
ily. The execution will be under the direc- 
tion of the commandant of the post at Cov- 
ington. 

A Cold Blooded Mubder. — Night before 
lsst, about ten o'clock, two men, namsd W. 
H. Winegardner and Heary C. Rickarts, were 
set upon by four men, at the corner of Front 
and Sycamoure streets, in Cincinnati, as they 
were walking along in that vicinity, aud both 
were stabbed in the melee that ensued. Oa9 
of the assailants cried, "Here's that gunboat 
fellow," and the attack immediately followed. 
The murderous party fled down the levee, and 
in a short time the two wounded msn were 
found by policemen and conveyed to their 
boardinghouse. The four men were appre- 
hended on board the Silver Moon, and the 
verdict of the Coroner's inquest convicts John 
Jones as the murderer, and implicated his 
three companions as accessories.

The Tax on Tobacco.— The National Intel- 
ligencer states that the monthly abstracts of 
collection returns coming down to June 30 
18C3, the incomplete returns of a latter date, 
and the estimates made in the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue, ntford the following informa- 
tion as to the avails under some of the more im- 
portant heads of the tax law as it stands, and 
the probable receipts, should it be amended in 
accordance with the recommendations of the 
Derailment: 

Estimates of income tax received during 
the year 1863, upon incomes of 1862, ten to 
twelve millions. Total amount collected on 
distilled spirits from September 1, 1862," to 
September 1, 1863, $4,863,272; of which were 
collected in July and August, 1863, $1,G33,- 
282, or at the raie of $9,800,000 for the year, 
although these were dull months. On this 
basis the present tux would amount to $10,- 
0C0.000 per annum, and a tax of $1 per gallon 
will yield more that $40,000,000. The tax on 
ale, beer, and porter yields nearly $2,000,000 at 
(We per barrel. If the tax be faised to$l 50 per 
barrel, the recolpta will be $5,000,000. Petro- 
leum yieldsat present ? v 00,000 p«; ^nr>n m , and 
with the proposed tax on crude, with no draw- 
backs, will y ield nearly $2,000,000. 

Tobacco yields row something more than 
$3X00,000 per annum. The frauds in this ar- 
ticle have been enormous, and the revenue 
ought to have been $6,000,000. The proposed 
tax of 20 cents per pound on the crop of leaf 
in 1863 will give about $2,000,000, if a draw- 
back be allowed on the quantity exported. 
If the plan of allowing no drawback be car- 
ried out, the tax on that crop will probably 
produce $4,000,000, although the exports will 
be largely reduced. In addition to this, the 
oropoeed tax on manufactured tobacco ought 
to bring in $5,000,000. The old crop of 1862 
new in the market cannot of course be sub- 
jected to any tax. 

We have growing hopes that Congress will 
not adopt the proposed policy as regards to- 
bacco. It certainly would be like killing the 
goose that laid the golden egg. If frauds 
have been committed, let all proper precau- 
tions be taken against their repetition, but a 
tax of twenty cents per pound on leaf tobac- 
co will prevent nine-tenths of our planters 
from putting in a crop for 1864, and the ex- 
ports will i-ot merely "be largely reduced," 
but their place will inevitably be supplied by 
foreign competition. The merchants engaged 
in the tobacco trade in onr city recently ap- 
pointed a committee to consider this proposed 
tax, who have made the following report: 

Your Committee have, as far as practicable 
with such data as they possess, considered the 
recommendation of Secretary Chase to impose 
a tax on leaf tobacco, and beg leave to submit 
some of the facts and reasons which convince 
them of the impolicy and impracticability of 
the proposition: 

In the adjustment of revenue laws the states- 
man knows that certain classes of articles re- 
quire to be delicately handled, whilst others 
w ill bear a very heavy pressure. The gener- 
ally conceded principle is that all classes of 
luxuries may be taxed, and ought to be much 
more heavily taxed than necessaries of life. 
But the distinction between these classes is 
not at all times readily drawn. Many articles 
now deemed necessaries, and so recognized by 
our revenue laws, were once classed with lux- 
uries and taxed accordingly. It is admitted 
that tobacco, as an article of consumption, is a 
luxury. But may the crop of leaf tobacco of 
the United States now, or at any time, be 
properly classed with luxuries for the purpose of 
taxation? We think not, for the following 
reasons: The chief value of this crop arises 
from its export demand. Taking a series ot 
ten years, the estimated annual yield of to- 
bacco in the United States may be reckoned 
a traction over two hundred thousand hogs- 
hc ads, or two hundred aud fifty million pounds. 
About one-fourth of this is consumed at home, 
while the remaining three- fourths is exported 
principally to tbo various markets of Europe. 
Thus it is seen that three-fourths of the entire 
crop does not partake of the character of a 
luxury, with us, but is simply an article of 
commerc, and represents annually some 
twenty millions of dollars in the adjustment 
ol our exchanges with Europe. 

But it may be asked : Will not Europe still 
take our surplus with an export duty on it 
and pay the tax where the article is consumed? 
This is the main question involved in Secreta- 
ry Chase's proposition. A nd we doubt not those 
» ho may advocate this tux are misled by the 
axiom in Political Economy that "the con- 
sumer pays the tax." Will the foreign con- 
sumer pay it in this instance, is now the ques- 
tion to be determined. If this question can 
be satisfactorily answered in the affirmative, 
there is no room for any further discussion. 
But if the statistics of the trade should show 
that tho effect of an export duty would effect- 
ually blockade all foreign markets; or, in 
other words, that we should have no export 
demand for our Burplus, the Government 
would not only fail in deriving the anticipa- 
ted revenue, but one of the leading agricultu- 
ral staples would be lost to the country for 
want of a market. 

In arriving at a satisfactory answer to the 
question, "will the^consumer in Europe pay 
the tax proposed V it is necessary for us to 
kcow the quantity consumed and the sources 
of supply. If it were true that we furnished 
all this supply then we might follow it with 
a tax. (Jr if we can produce tho article 
cheaper than other countries, still we might 
tax it to the extent of the difference in the 
cost of production. But another hypothesis 
is true. We by no means monopolize the 
growth of the "weed," nor produce it cheaper 
tban other countries. It is estimated that the 
annual consumption in Europe is in round 
numbers about six hundred million pounds. 
Of this amount the United States furni«hc<J 

about obe-fourth when the average price iz 
this country was about seven cents per pound, 
which is considered a fr.ir average for the last 
ten years. But without any lax we are losing 
ground in those markets, under the competi- 
tion of the substitutes furnished by Europe, 
Asia, and Africa. 

Reliable statistics show onr total export in 
I860 to be 170.662 hogsheads, while in 1862 it 
was only 98,308 hogebeuds. This falling off 
was owing in part to the failure to get out the 
crop of Virginia. With this heavy falling off 
in our exports the rational presumption would 
be a corresponding depression of the stocks 
in Europe, and a greatiy i&treased demand 
for American tobaccos. But the contrary is 
true. In 1862 their stocks were heavier tnan 
they had been for ten years, except in 1860 
and 1861 j and what is still mora remarkable 
the present stocks of American tobaccos in 
foreign markets are larger than in former 
years. Thus showing that Europe is very 
rapidly becoming independent of us in this 
important trade. 

Substitutes are already found in the Old 
World for all the grades and classes of Amer- 
ican tobaccos, except, perhaps, the very rich 
brnvy article known in the markctas "Olarks- 
ville." Stimulated by our national troubles 
every effort is being made, seconded and en- 
couraged by the ruling powers of our trans- 
Atlantic customers, to produce at home, or 
within their own dominions, substitutes for all 
cur leading staples. With these facts before u 3 , 
and with our great staple, totacco, thus strug- 
gling to maintain its position in thoce markets, 
and perceptibly losing ground, would itbewise 
to cripple its struggles by subjecting it to au 
eiiortduly? Surely not Such a course 
would, in our judgment, at onco stop the ex- 
port movement of the article just where the 
tax finds it. This being true, its cultivation 
wculd cease, of course, except for home con- 
sumption, which, we have seen, does not re- 
quire one-fourth of the amount now produced. 
We cannot believe that Congrpss. after a full 
investigation of the whole subject, will deem 
the demands of the Treasury so urgent as to 
hazard so important an interest as the tobacco 
crop, by adopting the Secretary's recommen- 
dation. 

While we cheerfully corsider it the duty 
of every citizen to eustain the constituted 
authorities in all their efforts to preserve the 
Government in its uuity, integrity, and dig- 
nity, we think that justice requires that the 
burdens should be equitably distributed, and 
that no one class, especially a producing class, 
should be crushed, nor unreasonably burdened 
by taxstion, however urgent the demands for 
revenue. 

In behalf of the cultivators and all others 
interested in the tobacco crop of the United 
States, we feppectfnlly commend the forego- 
ing facts and suggestions to the calm and 
earnest attention of Congres?, relying upon 
the wisdom and justice of the representatives 
of the people to save from destruction one of 
fbe chief articles of export, by exempting 
leef tobacco from the burden of taxation.

The Journal of last Saturday contains the fol- 
lowing short but leading editorial: 

"The article we republish from the New 
York Journal of Commerce handles a point 
of great significance. We ask our readers 
while they consider this grave point to reflect, 
that, over and above all this, Mr. Lincoln's 
plan of reconstruction requires the revolting 
States to degrade themselves before the Con- 
stitution and their peers in the Union by over- 
turning their existing constitations and adopt- 
ing new ones under the dictation of the Fed- 
eral Executive. This last point involves the 
central and fundamental objection to the 
plan." 

In juxtaposition with the foregoing, wc 
place the lollowing extract from the Presi- 
dent's late proclamation of Amnesty: 

"And it is suggested as not improper that, 
in constructing a loyal State government in 
any State, the name of the State, the boundary, 
the subdivisions, the constitution, and the 
general code of laws, as before the rebellion, 
be maintained, subject only to the modifica- 
tions made necessary by the conditions here- 
inbefore stated, and such others, if any, not 
contravening said conditions and which may 
be deemed expedient by those framing the 
new State government." 

It will be Been here that the President and 
the Journal differ widely in their respective 
estimates of the effect of complying with the 
conditions of the proclaimed amnesty. One 
or both must be essentially wrong. Without 
assuming to judge between them, wo ask our 
respected contemporary at Louisville to point 
out specifically what change must be made in 
the present State Constitution of Tennessee, 
as the result of the acceptance of the terms 
proposed by the President. 

The press is very strangely mistaken in 
Supposing that the extract it quotes from Mr. 
Lincoln's proclamation rebuts the view ex- 
pressed in the quotation from the Journal. 
The exact contrary is the truth. The extract, 
instead of rebutting our view, confirms it; 
nay, the extract is in itself quite sufficient to 
establish the view. 

Mr. Lincoln in this very extract repeats his 
requirement that the States as if proceeding 
ab initio shall adopt constitutions in harmony 
with his proclamation of emancipation, gra- 
ciously suggesting, that, so far as may be con- 
sistent with this requirement, the States 
might not improperly preserve their existing 
names, boundaries, subdivisions, constitutions, 
and general codes of laws, implying thereby, 
what is comprehended necessarily in his posi- 
tive requirement, that he has the right to dic- 
tate to the States in all of these particulars 
and in all other particulars. Mr. Lincoln here- 
in, as well as in the foregoing part of the proc- 
lamation, declares that the States whose people 
are in revolt must change their present con- 
stitutions according to his will and without 
regard to the constitutions themselves, a3 the 
condition of being permitted to return to 
their constitutional relations in the Union. 
In short, he "requires the revolting States to 
degrade themselves before the Constitution 
and their peers in the Union by overturning 
their existing constitutions and adopting new 
ones under the dictation of the Federal Ex- 
ecutive." The view expressed in our con- 
temporary's quotation from the Journal not 
only is just, but, as we hare said, is estab- 
lished by the very extract cited to rebut it. 
We do not doubt that the Press itsalf will per- 
ceive this on a closer scrutiny of the extract. 

The whole subject may be presented in a 
somewhat fuller light by stating "specifically 
what change must be made in the present State 
Constitution of Tennessee as the result of the 
acceptance of the terms proposed by the Pres- 
ident," which the Press usks us to point out, 
and which we very willingly proceed to do. 

The twenty-first section of the Declaration 
of Rights or the Constitution of Tennessee de- 
clares: 

That no man's particular services shall be 
demanded, or property taken, or applied to 
public use, without the consent of his repre- 
sentatives, or without just compensation be- 
ing made therefor. 

The twenty-eighth section of the second ar- 
ticle of the Constitution of Tennessee recog- 
nizes slaves as property in these terms. 

All lands liable to taxation, held by deed, 
grant, or entry, town lots, bank stock, slaves 
between the ages of twelve and fifteen years, 
or such other property as the Legislature may 
from time to time deem expedient, shall be 
taxable. 

The like recognition is made in othor 
parts of the Constitution. 

The twelfth section of the eleventh article 
of the Constitution of Tennessee incorporates 
the Declaration of Rights into the Constitution 
as follows: 

The declaration of rights hereto prefixed is 
declared to be a part of the Constitution of this 
State, and shall never be violated on any pre- 
tence whatever. And to guard against trans- 
gressionof the high powers we have delegated, 
we declare that every thing in the bill of rights 
is excepted out of the general powers of gov- 
ernment, and shall forever remain inviolate. 

The plain and necessary result of these sev- 
eral provisions is that the General Assembly 
of Tennessee has no constitutional power to 
emancipate the slaves of the State without 
the consent of the owners or without just 
compensation being made therefor. We ap- 
prehend this inference is beyond dispute. 

Bnt the Constitution of Tennessee does not 
leave the question to inference however plain 
and necessary. It in the thirty-first section 
of the second article ordains a9 follows: 

The General Assembly shall have no power 
to pass laws for the emancipation of slaves, 
without the consent of their owner or owners. 

Such are the leading provisions of the pres- 
ent Constitution of Tennessee in relation to 
the subject in hand. We should add that 
the Constitution of Tennessee cannot be 
amended pursuant to its own provisions fhort 
of three or four years after the organization of 
the government under the Constitution. 

In view of these provisions, the task as- 
signed us by the Press i9 a very simple one. 
We can easily perform it in a sentence. If 
Tennessee accepts "the terms proposed by the 
President," she must set aside these provisions 
of her constitution, and set them aside by 
an act of revolution. In other words, to adapt 
the language impeached by our very can- 
did and able contemporary, Tennessee must 
degrade herself before the Constitution and 
her peers in the Union, by overturning 
her existing constitution and adopting 
a new one under the dictation of the Federal 
Executive. The case is indeed so manifest 
that we greatly marvel at our contemporary's 
failure to perceive it. 

Mr. Lincoln in prescribing such terms to the 
States whose people are in revolt treats those 
States not as States in the Union but a3 States 
out of the Union. Nay, he treats them as 
both the Congress and the President together 
have no constitutional right to treat even a 
Territory applying for admission into the 
Union. Certainly he treats them exactly as 
he and the present Congress would treat a 
Territory applying for admission into the 
Union. That is to say, be requires them to 
adopt anti-slavery constitutions as the con- 



dition of their admission to their places in 
the Union. "One of two things," said Mr. 
William Whiting in hia notorious letter to the 
Loyal League of Philadelphia, "should te 
done in order to keep faith with the countiy 
and save us from obvious peril. Allow the in- 
habitants of conquered territory to form them- 
selves int* States, only by adopting constiti> 
tions such as will forever remove all cause of 
collision with the United States, by exclud- 
ing slavery therefrom, or continue military 
government over the conquered district until 
thete siall appear therein a sufficient number 
of loyal inhabitants to form a republican gov- 
ernment, which, by guaranteeing free- 
dom to all, shall be in accordance 
with the true spirit of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. These safeguards of 
freedom are requisite to render permanent the 
domestic tranquillity of the country which the 
constitution itself was formed to secure, and 
which It is the legitimate object of this war to 
maintain." This was Mr. Whiting's plan. 
It is Mr. Lincoln's plan. When put forth by 
Mr. Whiting a few months ago, the plan from 
one end of the country to the other was scout- 
ed as a shocking manifestation of moral 
treason. We shall see if the people of the 
country will elect as their President a candi- 
date who makes this plan his platform. 
Whether they shall or not is the great civil 
question of the hour. 

What in this emergency is tho duty of the 
people of Tennessee as repentant insurgents 
and as wise citizens? In our judgment, their 
duty is neither to stand back in sullen disaf- 
fection nor yet to accept Mr. Lincoln's condi- 
tion irrational in itself and degrading to 
Tennessee as an equal member of the Union, 
bnt to return in good faith to their allegiance, 
and, holding up the proof of their allegiance 
to the view of all the world, appeal to the 
loyal people of the Republic in the coming 
national election for the protection of the 
Constitution and for the sanctuary of the 
Union. If the people of Tennessee have the 
wisdom and the manliness so to bear them- 
selves in this most critical hour, they will do 
much to save not only the honor of their own 
State as a member of the Union but the Union 
itself. In no other mode will they be permit- 
ted to do so much for the advancement of these 
great ends. In no other mode can they so 
effectually promote their own highest inter- 
ests as citizens of a free government. Such 
is our earnest conviction. Let the people of 
Tennessee come back honestly to their alle- 
giance, and manfully appeal from the party 
now in power to the loyal people »f the Re* 
public. They will not appeal in vain. 

The Plot to Release the Joussom's Isl- 
and Prisoners. — A good many persons 
laughed themselves not quite to death but 
very nearly into convulsions at the statements 
in regard to a conspiracy among the rebel 
refugees in Canada to effect the escape of the 
prisoners on Johnson's Island. Hut the rebel 
Secretary of the Navy gives full confirmation 
of those statements. He says in his official 
report : 

During the months of July and August, I 
sent twenty-seven commissioned officers and 
forty trustworthy petty officers to the British 
Provinces, with orders to organize an expedi- 
tion, and co-operate with army officers in an 
attempt to release the Confederate prisoners 
confined on Johnson's Island, in Lake Erie. 
From time to time I learned that the arrange- 
ments made were such as to insure the most 
complete success. A large amount of money 
had beenexpended, and just asour gallant na- 
val officers were abont to set sail on this expe- 
dition, the English authorities gave informa- 
tion to the enemy, and thus prevented the ex- 
ecution of one of the best planned enterprises 
of the present war. 

The moral of this singular affair is that it 
won't do merely to laugh at the rumors of 
extraordinary plots in revolutionary times. 
Such laughing is perilous, while gravity, 
even if misplaced, costs nothing. 

t&'i'ur months past the guerillas, prowl- 
ing through Kentucky, have been arresting 
our citizens and bnrryiug them off beyond 
the rebel lines either to lie in prisons or to 
serve as conscripts in the rebel army. 

This evil has become a most horrible one. 
Onr very energetic Governor is evidently de- 
termined to put an end to it. He tells our 
military commandants, that, for every loyal 
man arrested and carried off by the guerillas, 
they must arreBt five rebel citizens living in the 
vicinity. This may seem harsh, but the rebel 
outrages must be stopped at all hazards. If 
the policy adopted by Gov. Bramlette doesn't 
stop them, we don't know what will. 

J>_ As a hopeful evidence that our prom- 
inent statesmen do not favor making the civil 
power subordinate to the military, we notice 
that in the United States Senate on Tuesday 
a bill to prevent military interference in State 
elections was referred to the -Judiciary Com- 
mittee by a vote of 20 to 14 in opposition to a 
motion of Senator Grimes to send it to the 
Military Committee. A proposition to con- 
trol military interference ought unquestion- 
ably to be considered by the ablest legal talent 
and not by those whose official position seems 
to designate them as the peculiar friends and 
advocates of the power of the bayonet.

The graphic account of our 
correspondent precludes the necessity of any 
remark on our part, except to congratulate 
the regiment upon the added honors it ha3 
eajjieiL by this achievement of Sergeant 
of Major Breathitt's battalion. 

Court-martial cpoji tbi Case op Capt. 
Sampil Black, A. Q. M. U. S. Vols.— The 
court-martial ordered in this case met at the 
U. S. District Court Room on Tuesday morn- 
ing, the 5th instant, bat, the detail for the 
court not being all present, the court adjourned 
until Wednesday morning. 

The court accordingly met on Wednesday, 
January 6, 1864. Present, members of the 
court, Brig. Gen. McLean; Col. Mare Mundy, 
23d Ky. Vols.; Lieut. Col. Fairleigh, 2Gth 
Ky. Vols ; Lieut. Co). Weir, 35th Ky. Vols.; 

pr^Ifwin, 21 Ohio heavy artillery ; Major 
Hoffman, 2d Ohio artillery; Major Mannen, 
40th Ky. Vols. ; Capt. H. Clay Pike, 2d Ohio 
cavalry ; and Capt. Waldo, 83d Ohio Vols. 
Major H. L. Burnett, Judge Advocate of the 
Department of the Ohio, appeared as Judge 
Advocate of the Court. 

Messrs. Hamilton Pope, David Looney, and 
W. F. Barrett Appeared as counsel for the ac- 
cused. 

Upon beinir arraign-d for tae purpose of 
pleading to the charges and specifications, 
counsel for Capt. Black interposed an affidavit 
asking for a postponement upon the ground of 
absence of important witnesses. The court 
being cleared for deliberation, it was an- 
nounced upon the opening thereof that the 
application was denied. 

Whereupon the charges and specifications 
were read by the Judge Advocate, to all of 
■which Capt. Black pleaded "net guilty," except 
specification 1st of charge 3d. To this he ob- 
jected as being vague and uncertain, averring 
that his acquittal thereof would be no bar to 
further legal proceedings. Subsequently this 
ot j«*ion was withdrawn and the plea of ''not 
guiflf " entered. 

At this juncture it was directed that the tes- 
timony given should not now be published 
in the public prints. The first witness exam- 
ined was Jacob Straws, and upon the conclu- 
sion of his evidence the court adjourned until 
this morning at 10 o'clock. The minutes of 
, tb^egtTmoDy will be carefully kept and pub- 
bed after the trial is concluded, unless the 
'direction of the court in reference thereto be 
'changed. 

Items.— Fisher's Saloon, on Market street, 
between Fifth and Sixth, was closed by the 
military authorities yesterday, for selling 
liquor to soldiers. 

Fifty-one soldiers were transferred to their 
regiments from this place yesterday. 

A man, somewhat under the influence of 
liquor, divested himself of his coat, on Market 
street last evening, to whip another man. 
After coneiderable discussion, the difficulty 
was amicably adjusted, and the parties ad- 
journed to take something more palatable 
than blows, when the pugilistic individual 
discovered that his collthad been stolen during 
the interval of his excitement. 

The snow lies in hardened and slippery in- 
crustations on the sidewalks and in the streets. 
The number of sleighs increases daily, and 
the prospect is fair for another week's sleigh- 
ing. 

Tne Nashville train arrived on time last 
evening. All is reported quiet along the line, 
and the road i9 now in good condition. An- 
other lot of rebel prisoners came up, among 
whom were several oflicers of Morgan's old 
command. 

The Nashville papers apprehend great dis- 
tress in that ci'y from want of fuel, if the 
present cold weather continues any length of 
time. On Tuesday, k lady paid $20 for three- 
fourths of a cord of wood, and the price de- 
Banded was $25. Coal is very scarce. 

A grand military bull takes place in the 
Hall of Representatives, at Nashville, this 
evening, for the benefit of sick and wounded 
soldiers of the Army of the Cumberland. It 
is to be a very extensive affair. 

Hon. Ed. H. Ewing, who followed the for- 
ttfltaof the rebels when they evacuated Nash- 
Tillejreturned to that city a few days since to 
renew his allegiance to the old flag. 
| [On Wednesday night of last week, a negro, 
who had enlisted in the army at Chicago, and 
squandered all his bounty money, adjusted a 
noose over his head and swung himself into 
Qity. 

The river is so full of ice that navigation is 
temporarily suspended. All the steamers 
above and below the falls have sought safe 
harbors, none having the temerity to venture 
smoDg the huge ice-cakes that are running so 
heavily. 

The weather continues extremMy cold. We 
learn that the steam beatiug-pipes of the ho- 
tels have been frozen up tight, and some of 
them have burst. 

- The markets are thinly attended, arid ev- 
erything offered for sale is as stiff and solid as 
iron. The beef and pork steaks stand alone, 
and the nib, are so stiff that one might stab a 
man with them. We are told that a chew of 
, tobacco was congealed in a fellow's mouth 
yesterday morning. 

The break in the m.-.in pipe has been re- 
paired, and water will be let on this morning. 

Th8 New Albany Ledger denies the rumor 
that a newly-married couple froze to death in 
that city a few nights since. 

We learn from Lieutenant-Colonel Howard, 
of the Ninety-third Ohio, who arrived h9re 
yesterday from Bridgeport, Alabama, that 
the weather has been intensely cold in that 
part during the past week. Two soldiers 
were frozen to death on Friday night at that 
ilace, and great suffering was experienced by 
oTr^Jroops trom the severity of the weather. 
Col. HTInforms ue that a number of soldiers 
were reported to have been frozen to death in 
that section a few nights siuce, but. the ru- 
mors were not corroborated np to the time 
that he left. Col. H. is recruiting a brigade 
of Georgia troops, and has his headquarters 
at Bridgeport, at which place they arrive 
daily in large numbers. 

The City Council met last night, but failed 
to get a quorum, and adjourned to thi3 even- 
ing. 

Dennis Mahony was knocked down last 
evening about seven o'clock, on the corner of 
Floyd and Jefferson streets, by three men, 
and robbed of $2 50. He was struck with a 
slung-sbot, and seriously injured. No arrests 
were made. 

Owing, no doubt, to the severity of the 
weather, our placet of amusement have been 
slimly attended during the past week. 

The Portland Railroad and New Albany 
feiryboat are both making regular tripe, and 
passengers experience no unusual delay from 
the 6now and ice. The ferryboat between this 
city and Jefferson ville manages to cross, but 
not without considerable difficulty. 

A number of regiments, en route home, 
have sojourned in our city for several days 
past, awaiting transportation. The veteran 
Twenty-eighth Pennsylvania left yesterday 
for their homes. 

We are pleased to learn that Capt. Holden 
has been retained in the Pass Department 
at Headquarters. He is an excellent officer, 
and has made hosts of friends by his polite 
and tfiiciect manner of transacting business.

Tbb Wbather. — We are inclined to believe 
that we have led the clerk of the weather into 
bad habits by announcing the result of his 
"glasses." Impelled by a desire to promote 
temperance, we shall speak of his vagaries in 
future only in general terms. On New-Year 
he commenced his frolic, and has not yet held 
up; he has put our streets in good sleighing 
order, frozen up our hydrants, and very near- 
ly blockaded our river. We are now begin- 
ning to forget our scarcity of coal in the as- 
surance of a full ice supply for next summer, 
while the upper streams are so closely locked 
that it will be impossible for a coal tow to 
make a trip nutil there is a grateful change 
of temperature. The Monongahela and the 
Alleghany are skating-grounds, while t!ie 
Big Sandy. Licking, Kentucky, and all the 
confluents of the Ohio were pouring out ice- 
fields at last accounts, and by this time are 
winter-locked. What we are to do for 
fuel it is impossible to say. The 
coal-dealer3 have not a full supply for 
the whole season, though our pressing wants 
hav« been temporarily supplied, and, if the 
navigation should be suspended until a late 
S| ring or early summer rise, we may have to 
6hiver over empty grates and by desolate 
chimney jams. There is, however, a benig- 
nant power that "tempers the wind to the 
shorn lamb," and, looking trustfully to its in- 
terposition, we confidently believe that the 
means of warmth will be given to us, for the 
sheep of its fold will be very sadly reduced in 
their carboniferous and ligneous means of 
comfort before the vernal equinox gives the 
sun ad opportunity o f shedding its refulgent 
beams upon us, and lending us necessary 
heat. Let those who have prudently laid in 
fuel hustand it, for they may have suffering 
neighbors before the spring sets in. 

Repetition of the Concert. — Mr. Whipple 
has been induced by the urgent solicitation of 
many who were present last Wednesday even- 
ing, and others who were not able to attend, 
to offer a repetition to-night. We have heard 
but one sentiment expressed by those fortu- 
nate enough to enjoy the first entertainment — 
that of unqualified satisfaction.

We expect anoth- 
er large audience to-night, and, as there are 
no reserved seats, the only method of obtain- 
ing them will be to go early.

city has been notified by Governor 0. P. 
Morton that he has arranged with Samuel II. 
Patterson, of Jeffersonuille, to furnish all vet- 
eran regiments from Indiana and other S'ates 
with hot coffee and a lunch on their arrival at 
.It ffersonville. The agent, whose name we 
unfortunately do not recollect, but whose as- 
siduity and zeal we have often noticed, will 
co-operate with Governor M., and notify the 
regiments arriving here of this excellent ar- 
rangement. A tree entertainment will also 
be given at Indianapolis to all returning vet- 
eran regiments. This generous provision for 
the noble defenders who are going borne on 
furlough to return with full ranks, suggests to 
Louisville that they may be hungry and chilly 
while passing through our city, and that some 
similar arrangement should be made for their 
accommodation before they leave us. We 
throV out the bint with a confident assurance 
that it will be acted upon immediately. 

Thbatrical. — The Ticket of Leave Man, so 
beautifully acted at the Louisville Theatre 
last night, will be repeated this evening. The 
deep interest of the plot, the effective new 
scenery, in which the ever-careful manager 
has done bis best, and the excellent distribu- 
tion of characters, will insure it a long run.

CAF1UKK OK TBI N<iTKI> CAVALRY OFFICES. 
B.AWK.INB. 
Headquarters 3o Kv., Jan. 4, 1864. 

It is with feelings of renewed pride that I 
send ycu the particulars of another achieve- 
ment on the part of our command, namely: 
the capture of the noted cfiief of the scouting 
service in Bragg's army, Cel. Wm. S. Haw- 
kins, of Tennessee. After being ordered out to 
co-operate with other regiments to secure his 
capture, we left Nashville, 800 strong, and 
moved to Columbia. To the right of us lay 
Hickman county, • in which Colonel Haw- 
kins had his headquarters. Two days of 
vigilant scouting followed, when, on New 
Year's evening, accident accomplished what 
the efforts of several regiments for ten months 
had failed to secure. 

About an hour by sun we camped on Lick 
Crtek, on the farm of one May berry, a rebel 
sympathizer. It seems that about the same 
time Hnwkins, in avoiding la-'ge parties from 
other regiments, who were slowly driving his 
exhausted men into the net craftily spread 
for him, hud stopped at a neighboring house 
to warm and feed, retaining only four man 
with him. At this juncture, Sergeant Brewer, 
of Major Breathitt's battalion, took sixteen 
pickets out to po6t them near the house 
which, all unknown to him, contained the 
long coveted prey. 

Approaching the door, he recognized the 
distinctive gray, and closed in at once, little 
dreaming of the important capture he was 
then to make. Hawkins sprang to the door 
on seeing the sturdy blue coats blocking up 
the way and made fight. His attempt to re- 
gain his pistols, which went lying on the ta- 
ble, was a desperate one, but, seeing the 
chance hopeless, he yielded without seeming 
agitation. Two of his comrades, who were 
at the stables, escaped, one of them, as we af- 
terwards learned, his Adjutant, who had on 
his person important despatches for General 
Forrest. 

Hawkins evaded the disclosure of hi3 name 
and rank until he was taken before Colonel 
Murray. The evident ability, finished ad- 
dress, and consummate self- possesion of the 
great guerilla chief impressed that saguciouB 
officer with the fact that chance had thrown 
into his bunds some important personage. A 
contraband at length recognized him, and 
the exultation of officers and men was ex- 
treme when the news rang through the en- 
campment that Hawkins was taken. He w«8 
of course treated with the courtesy due to 
an officer, who, though opposed to us, has 
jet displayed that daring courage, com- 
mingled with his own kindness to prisoners 
and his own full recognition of every ru'e 
of honorable warfare, which have already 
stamped him as a rising and successful leader. 

Upon his person were found important and 
confidential letters from Forrest and Wheeler, 
disclosing, however, only some general plans, 
jet indicative of the unbounded confidence 
placed in this youthful and accomplished 
rhieftain by his superiors. He was for a long 
time Inspector General and chief, of staff to 
Mfj. Gen. Wheeler, commanding the cavalry 
of the West. His personal appearance is very 
prepossessing, his manners remarkable for 
c liability, and his conversation betokened 
menlni culture of no ordinary cast. 

Major Breathitt conducted him to Charlotte 
with a strong escort, where Maj. White took 
him in charge and reported him to Gen. 
Rousseau. The latter expre3sed the greatest 
gratification at his capture and seemed no 
little surprised at finding him so young a man. 
He. is about 25 years of age, was made Colonel 
of cavalry in June, 1303, and, as we learned 
from his papers and the letters of Forrest and 
Wheeler referred to, Wa8 Eoun to take charge 
of one of the brigades of cavalry ordered to 
West Tennessee. 

I have learned indirectly from the Provost 
Marshal General that he will be sent forward 
to prison at once, as, if detained at Nashville, 
every possible attempt would be made to se- 
cure his escape. 

The command of the noted "Hawkins 
S-ouis" now devolves on Lieut. Col. Bob 
Martin, a Kentuckian, who won his spu s 
with Morgan. Colonel Hawkins's arraog<- 
mtnls for scouting, obtaining informa- 
tion, &c, seem to have been very sys- 
tematic, and his capture will greatly relieve 
the difficulties before us in Middle and We:t 
Tennessee, besides decreasing the apprehen- 
eions felt in Todd, Christian, Trigg, and other 
counties afcer the removal of our regiment 
from that section. Col. Murray is still out 
on duty, and is very proud that his regiment, 
which was engaged in the Morgan chase, has 
added to its wreath another laurel by the 
capture of another dangerous and energet : c 
"cavalier." Col. Hawlcins, I learn, goe3 
North in the morning by special orders. I 
will write you from Charlotte. F. I. B.

XXXVIII CONGBKSS-FIRST SESSION. 

Washington, Jan. 6. 

SEN ATB. 

Mr. Johnson presented a petition from the 
Friends of Maryland, Virginia, and Pennsyl- 
vania, asking exemption trom military duty; 
also a petition from Susan W. Hatch, of 
Maryland, praying for a compensa'ion for the 
slaves owned by her, and which had been 
taken by tbe military authorities, and for 
which pay had been disallowed on account of 
ber husband. Referred to the Committee on 
Claims. 

On motion of Mr. Anthony, the Senate 
proceeded to the election of the Select Com- 
mittee on the Pacific Railroad. He nomi- 
nated Mr. Howard as chairman, and as mem- 
bers ot the Committee, Collamer, Johnson, 
Harlan, Trumbull, Sherman, Morgan, Con- 
ness, and Brown, who were elected. 

Mr Howard submitted the following reso- 
lution, which was objected to and laM over: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Judiciary 
be instructed to consider the propriety of re- 
pealing the joint resolution of July 1, 1362, 
relative to tbe construction of the confiscation 
act, and particularly so much of said joint 
resolu:ion as purports to prohibit the forfeiture 
of real estate beyond the natural life of the 
offender. 

Mr. Wilson reported from the Military Com- 
mittee the act to amend the enrolling act; also 
the bill to extend the time for paying the 
bounty to volunteers. 

The Senate then proceeded to the consider- 
ation of the bill of Mr. Powell, to prevent 
officers of the army and navy, or other per- 
sons engaged in tbe military service, from in- 
terfering with the elections in the States. 

Mr. Grimes opposed the reterrence of the 
bill to the Judiciary Committee, on the ground 
that it related to officers in their military ca- 
pacity. 

v Mr. Powell contended for the referrence of 
the bill to the Judiciary Committee, as it pro- 
tected the freedom of the elective franchise in 
the States. Tbe evil sought to be remedied 
was of startling importance to every freeman. 
Elections have been carried against the will of 
the majority of the people at tb.e point of the 
bavonet. 

Mr. Davis favored the referrence of the bill 
to the Judiciary Committee, as it introduced 
the question whether certain acts performed 
by military men shall be a civil offence. 

The Senate refused to refer the bill by a 
vote of 21 to 16. 

Mr. Powell moved tor a reconsideration of 
the vote. 

A lengthy debate then ensued, in which 
Messrs. Lane, of Indiana, Powell and Davis, 
of Kentucky, and Wilson, of Massachusetts, 
participated. 

On motion of Mr. Grimes, the bill to pre- 
vent officers of the army and navy service 
trom interfering with elections in the States, 
was referred to the Committije op Military 
Affairs. 

The Senate then res>^ &. Hou'e bill extend- 
ing bounties to vr.', arjUer . wa3 p >\uei 
on a second reading. 

Mr, Powell's bill was then referred to the 
Committee on Military Affairs. Adjourned. 

HOUSE. 

The Post-office Appropriation Bill was con- 
sidered. 

Mr. Washburne, of Illinois, denounced the 
railroad companies as swindling the Govern- 
ment, and advocated a new Tine between 
Washington and New York. 

Mr. Stevens said he was not prepared to de- 
eounce the railroad companies, because he 
knew nothing about them. 

Mr. Pruin, of New York, rep'ied to Mr. 
Wasbburne, protesting against the wholesale 
denunciation of the railroad companies be- 
cause a few of them, in the opinion of Mr. 
Wasbburne, had attempted lo swindle the 
Government. 

Mr. Brooks offered a few remarks to show 
that he bad just as much right to ask for an 
investigation of the railroad stoppage, recent- 
ly, in Illinois, on account of the weather, as 
the gentleman had to demand an investigation 
of a similar stoppage between Washington 
and New York. 

The bill was then passed. 

Mr. Davis, of Massachusetts, from the Com- 
mittee on Elections, reported a bill fixing a 
uniform time for holding the election for 
Representatives in Congress, and enabling 
soldiers to vote for said officers, which was 
ordered to be printed and recommitted. 

Mr. Dawes, in behalf of the Committee on 
Elections, and Mr. Stevens, in behalf of the 
Committee on Ways and Means, obtained 
permission to sit during the session of tbe 
House. 

Mr. Ainsworth's joint resolution passed 
unanimously to a third reading, that bounties 
heietofore paid, under the regulations of the 
YY ar Department, to men enlisted for three 
}tni6 or during the war, shall continue to be 
paid from the 5tb of January until the the 1st 
of March next. This resoluti ju to be in force 
until after its passage. 

Mr. Woodbndge, the Committee on Military 
Affairs, was instructed to inquire into tbe 
txpediency of including in the draft now or- 
dered by the President tho3e who volunteered 
for the nine months' service, and report by 
bill or otherwise. 

The House went into Committee of the 
Whole on the state of the Union. 

The President's message being under con- 
sideration, Mr. Arnold spoke of the destruc- 
tion of slavery as necessary to 'h > restoration 
of national unity and the salvation of the 
country. 

The House then adjourned. 

Caibo, Jan. 6. 

As a means of protecting commerce, an 1 
rendering the navigation of that stream safe, 
it is contemplated by tbe Government to es- 
tiblish a line of signal stations from Cairo 
south along the Mississippi river, thus giving 
information that may prevent depredations 
by guerillas. By order of the Secretary of 
War, a careful exploration has already been 
made between here and Memphis. These st t- 
tiens will each have a small garrison for their 
defence, and signal each other and gunboats 
in case of danger. 

From parties lately from Texas, I learn that 
the Union feeling is rapidly gaining strength 
throughout that State and Arkansas. In por- 
ticQSwhich my informant passed through, 
piovisions are quite abundant, consisting 
largely of corn, however. 

Kirby Smith had superseded Holmes, who 
bad been ordered to report to Richmond. 
Smith commands the entire rebel force west 
o! the Mississippi river, with his headquarters 
at Camden. His force numbers about fifteen 
thousand. 

The rebels are represented as being very 
actively engaged in raising ar>d equipping men. 
with the object of attacking Little Rock, 
» hich they felt confident they would attack 
in force before its girrison was reinforced. 

Marmuduke ami Price have from six to seven 
thetuaad men located between Arkadelpbia 
atc't Little Rock. 

Tbe notorious Quantrill and Caperj had 
about three hundred men each, and were en- 
c .raped ou Bayou Bartholomew, back of Like 
Providence 

General Harrison is at Monroe, on the 
Wachita river, with fifteen hundred effective 
men. Hetlad told his men, who were mostly 
fn m Aikansas aud Louisiana, if they failed 
to hold Monroe he would disband bis force. 

The steamer Belle Memphis, with Memphis 
dalts to the 4th, has arrived, having on board 
the bodies of five mea of the 52d Indiana 
regiment, who were frozen to death above 
Fort Pillow, mention of which has already 
been made. There is no news from below. 

Tbe Bulletin reports the saies of cotton Sat- 
utday at 374 bales. Good middling 70c. Ship- 
ments during tbe week 1,748 bales; 360 bales 
arrived to-day, mostly for Cincinnati, but 
boats cannot ascend the Ohio, that river being 
c'nst d above Smithland,and heavy ice running 
out at this point. 

Tbe 27th Ohio veteraas arrived here last 
evening from Nashville, en route for Cincin- 
nati, on thirty days' furlough. The 43d and 
63d Ohio and 3d Michigan battery are also on 
their way home. The 9tb Indiana, en route 
tor Indianapolis, arrived this morning. 

Six recruits from Springtield arrived to-day. 

Weather still very cold. 

St. Loms, Jan. 6. 

The official vote at the November election 
isannounced; Barton Bates, the leading con- 
servative candidate for the Supreme Court, 
has €81 majority. 

The weather continues very cold here, the 
mercury ranging from 3 degrees below to 15 
degrees above zero. About one foot of snow 
lii s on the ground, and tbe sleighing is splen- 
did. Heavily-laden wagons cross the river 
on the ice, aDd there are no indications of a 
speedy bteak-up. The weather has been in- 
teLsely cold throughout the State. Many 
persons and a large amount of stock hive 
been frozen to death. Railroad trains are 
running regularly. 

Concord, N. H., Jan. 6. 
The New Hampshire Republican Conven- 
tion to-day adopted a series of resolutions 
sustaining tbe Administration, urging a vig- 
orous prosecution of the war, expressing con- 
fidence in the integrity and financial fidelity 
of Secretary Chase, and recognizing patriots 
ftsd traitors a* the only two parties.

Flao-ship San Jacisto, 7 
Kky West, Dec. 23, 1863. J 
To Hon. Gideon Welles ; 

I have the gratification of reporting a very 
important set vice performed by the blockad- 
ing force at Standcn's Sound, under command 
of Acting Master Wm. R. Browne, in destroy- 
ing very extensive and valuable salt-works, 
boih at Lake Ocola and St. Andrew's Bay. 
There weie six boilers at Lake Ocola and 
seven kettl*-', made expressly for the purpose, 
each holding 200 gallons. They were in the 
practice of turning out 130 bushels of salt 
daily. Besides destroying the boilers, a large 
quant i i >• of salt was thrown into the lake. 
Two large flat-boats anil six ox carts were de- 
molished and seventeen prisoners taken, who 
were paroled and released. 

On the 10th of December, Acting Ensign 
Edward Cressey arrived at Slanden's Sound 
trom the east pass of Santa Rosa Sound with 
the 6tern-wheel steamer Bloomer and her 
tender, the sloop Caroline, having heard of 
tbe expedition to Lake Ocola, and placed his 
command at the disposal of Acting Master 
Brown. 

Accordingly, 3 officers and 48 men were 
sent from the Restless to the Bloomer, and 
she proceeded to West Bay, where the rebel 
government's salt-works were first destroyed, 
and which produced 400 bushels daily. 

There were 27 buildings, 22 large boilers, 
and some 200 kettle, averaging 200 gallons 
each, all of which were destroyed, together 
with 5,000 bushels of salt and some store- 
houses. No resistance was offered throughout 
tbe affair.

Killed. — A despatch from Gen. Sanborn, 
commanding at Springfield, Mo., to Gen. 
Schofield, says: "The force of the First Ar- 
kimsas that left Fayetteville, Arkansas, on the 
15th ultimo, have returned, having marched 
tl rough Carroll, Marion, Scearcy, and Madi- 
son counties, Capt. Worthington in command. 
Skirmishing took plarje nearly every day. A 
battle took place on tbe 23d, 24tb, and 25th. 
On the first two days the enemy numbered 
about two hundred men. They were routed 
in confusion. On the 25 h the enemy was ro- 
inforced by 800 men, and a hard fight took 
place on Richland's crlek, in Searcy county. 
The enemy charged with great determination 
on the one gun, losing thirty men killed and 
the usual proportion wounded. After these 
affairs, the command returned to Fayetteville, 
burning all their material except two wagons 
left behind on account of the badness of the 
roads. Our lots during the fights was seven 
killed and wounded. The rebel force was 
Euppostd to be under Col. Lowe."

The frequent outra/t-s perpetrated in vari- 
ous parts ot the Slate by lawless bands of ma- 
renders, can, in a large degree, be traced to 
thi- active aid of rebel sympathizers in our 
midtt, or their neglect to furnish to military 
commandants tbe information, iu their pos- 
session, which would lead to the defeat and 
ctpture of such maraudors. 

Sympathizers with the rebellion who, 
while enjoying protection from the Givern- 
mtnt, abuse the leniency extended to them 
by concealing the movements of rebel gue- 
rillas, by giving them information, affording 
tliTm shelter, supplying them with provis- 
ions, and otherwise encouraging and foment- 
ing private raids, are in criminal complicity 
wi'h ai! the outrages perpetrated by tbe 
marauders whom they secretly countenance. 

It is in the power ot persons whose sym- 
pathies are with the rebellion to prevent 
guerilla raids, almost invariably, by furnisn- 
ipg to military officers of the United States 
or State of Kentucky, the information which 
eiperitnce has proved them to be, as a 
trtceral thing, possessed of. 

If all wouid unite, as is their duty, in putting 
down guerillas, we would soon cease to be 
troubled wiih their raids. A neglect to afford 
a ! i assistance and information which may aid 
in defeating tbe designs ot marauding parties, 
can but be constiued as a culpable and active 
aisistance to our enemies. 

I, therefore, request that tbe various Mili- 
itary Commandants in the State of Kentucky 
wid, in every instance where a loyal citizen 
is taken cti by bands of guerillas, immedi- 
ately an est at least live ot the mo t prominent 
and sc;ive rebel sympathizers in the vicinity 
of such outrage for every loyal man taken by 
guerillas. These sympathizers should beheld 
as hostages for the safe and speedy return of the 
loyal citizens. Where there are disloyal rela- 
tives of guerillas, they shoLl.l be tho chief suffer- 
er?. Let them learii that if they refuse to ex- 
ert themselves actively for the assistance and 
protection of the loyal, they must expect to 
reap the just fruits of their complicity with 
tbe enemies of ourState and people.

_ "The NashTille correspondent of the 
Indianapolis Journal, writing under date of 
2Glh ult., says: 

Gen. Grant is sojourning here for a short 
time. He lives in the most quiet, unpretend- 
ing manner, occasionally visiting public 
places, dressed in the most common style; 
to behold you would think him but an 
ordinary and unobserving man. 

A hint of the influence of rebel females 
over certain post commanders appeared in the 
Union a short time since. It is lamentably 
true that rebel petticoats enjoy a monopoly 
of the favors within the gift of certain com- 
manders of posts, to the detriment of the ser- 
vice. The charms of vile she-rebels have, in 
most instances, greater influence with these 
men than the wants of the poor soldiers in 
their command. What encouragement has 
the soldier to serve his country when those 
placed over him serve the vixens of the rebel- 
lion—the wives and daughters of his enemies, 
while himself und wife, or mother, or sister 
are refused favors, even the privilege of seeing 
each other, when the service can easily spare 
him. Shame I 

I hear much complaint from soliiers that 
many wives and Other relatives of those in the 
service have been refused passes at Louisville, 
and compelled to return home disappointed. 
This is wrong. There is no military or other 
necessity for it. The military authorities 
have, in some departments, dealt very ungen- 
erously and even unjustly with the men of 
their commands. It was generally given out 
whe/e enlistments were made that the men 
would receive a furlough of at least twenty or 
thirty days each year. In many regiments not 
more than thirty have been home during the 
last eighteen months, although many others 
desired to go, in some cases, to witness the 
last moments of dying relatives, and were re- 
fused. It is well enough to refuse those just 
demands when the service requires the men; 
but I have scarcely seen the time in many reg- 
iments that furloughs could not have been 
granted continuously from the beginning of 
their term of service. It is only a narrow- 
minded and mean and selfish feeling that has 
dictated this policy. And now, after failing 
to fulfil their promises to the men, they at- 
tempt to prevent those at home wtw desire to 
see their friends and relatives in the army 
from visiting them. I hope this tyrannical 
rule will s oon be abo lished. 

A Doubli Murder is Ikdiasa.— The St. 
Joseph Valley Register gives the following 
account of a terrible murder in that county: £ 

Jacob Schrincr and Adam Snowberger, both 
married men, lived near neighbors, and it is 
said that Scanner has been living in criminal 
intimacy with Snowberger's wife, Agnes. 
About three weeks ago Snowberger suddenly 
disappeared, and, on inquiries being made as 
to his whereabouts, Schrinef replied that he 
supposed he had gone to the army or to Ohio 
to visit bis father. On Tuesday of last week 
Schriner's wife, Elizabeth, died very sudden- 
ly, and wis buried the next day. Suspicions 
of foul play were aroused among the neigh- 
bors, and Schriner was arrested. Search was 
made, and Snowberger's body was found in a 
bush heap twenty or thirty rods from Schri- 
ner's honse, his head split open with the sharp 
edge of an axe. 

Schriner confesses that he killed Snowber- 
ger while working together, without any 
quarrel or provocation whatever. He says 
he was put up to it by Snowberger's wife; 
that be was to kill Snowberger, and she to 
kill bis (Schriner's) wife. Mrs. Snowberger 
has been arrested on the charge of poisoning 
Schriner's wife, and both she and Schriner 
were brongbt here on Tuesday evening and 
lodged in the county jail. We have not learn- 
ed whether Mrs. Schriner's body has been dis- 
interred and examined. Altogether it is one 
of the most horrible affairs that ever occurred 
in this county. 

Louisville, Jan. 4, 1861. 
To tht Editor t of the Louuville Journal: 

In your edition of to-day you have an ar- 
ticle from the Washington Republican no- 
ticing the case of a young soldier of the Army 
of the Potomac who was sentenced to death 
for deEertion, but who, it was discovered upon 
investigation, was more deserving of reward 
than punishment. Had the Republican simply 
headed it as "Romance in real life," I would 
have read it merely as one of the thousands of 
CHrions little episodes of the war. As it has 
placed it under the sweeping caption of "In- 
justice of Courts- Martial," and has thereby 
reflected npon the administration of justice in 
the military tribunals, I have thought it bat 
proper to call your attention to the error aud 
to suggest the bad effect such publications 
have upon the discipline of the army. 

I know nothing of the facts of the case 
quoted, bnt from a perusal of the comments of 
the Republican, I venture tne assertion that 
the statement therein made is not correct. I 
think it will be found that of the offence the 
accused was clearly convicted, and that he 
was pardoned in consideration of former good 
conduct and bravery in action. 

It has been observed by every officer who 
has had experience on courts -martial that a 
court is far more likely to err on the side of 
mercy than of severity. So apparent, and 
often so unwarranted is their leniency, that 
commanders have not hesitated to publicly 
reprimand them in general orders. Desertion 
has always been considered the most demoral- 
izing crime that can become prevalent in an 
army, and the framers of the rules and articles 
of war for the government of our army fully 
appreciated the magnitude of the offence, and 
provided that it Bbould be punished by the 
extreme penalty of death. Courts-martial are 
fully conscious of all this, yet they are always 
loath to inflict the death penalty. The record 
of any court-martial will show how little this 
power is used. In the military district of 
Kentucky, from the 1st day of July, 18U3, to 
the 1st day of January, 18G4, there were 129 
soldiers convicted of desertion, but who were 
simply sentenced to confinement and hard 
labor for a period of time in no case extending 
beyond their enlistment. During the same 
time there were about 18 soldiers sentenced to 
death for different capital offences, including 
desertion. Of this number, about six have 
euffered the penally — most of the remainder 
having been pardoned upon the recommenda- 
tion of the court. 

I do not quote these as meritorious ca3os of 
the judgment of courts-martial; for in nearly 
all of them the offenders deserved, according 
to the law, the punishment of death. I refer 
to them merely to show that generally, when 
"courts-martial do arrive at correct conclu- 
sions," the prisoner receives the benefit of the 
error. One thing, however, is certain. Many 
a man who has suffered death or other punish- 
ment for desertion during the post year was 
induced to commit the offence by the weak 
leniency which characterized the treatment 
of deserters during the first eighteen months 
of the war. Desertion, uuder its first treat- 
ment, became so alarmingly frequent that 
severe correction became imperatively neces- 
sary. Deserters were tried, sentenced, and 
shot, but many of these very men were invited 
to desert by the culpable leniency to which I 
have alluded. Unnecessary severity is cruel- 
ty, but there is a weak and yielding clemency 
which is equally as cruel. If a dozen of the 
first deserters we had from our army hadbaen 
shot at the commencement of the war, our 
prisons would not have been filled with men 
awaiting their turn to appear and answer for 
the grave charge' of desertion. 

The Washington Republican probably de- 
sires, by its comments upon the escape of the 
young soldier to whom it refers, to illunrate 
the kind heart and forgiving disposition of 
the President. The interestwhich heevinced, 
and the speedy reparation which he made, 
will certainly have a good effect upon the ar- 
my, if his clemency was justified by the facta 
in the case. But the Republican, not content 
with simply noting the actof supposed justice, 
endeavors to intensify its virtues by contrast- 
ing it with the summary, careless, and unjust 
action of courts-martial generally; in doing 
which it ahows a decided lack of information 
as to the requirements of the service upon 
which it reflects, and a profound ignoranje of 
the rules and proceedings of courts-martial. 

If Editors, instead of romancing under the 
head of "Injustice of Con rts-martials," would 
devote the same time to denouncing the crime 
of desertion, involving as it does the violation 
of a sacred oath and the probability of an ig- 
nominious death, they would be benefiting 
the country and saving from ruin many a 
young man who otherwise might gain an hon- 
orable reputation in his profession. 

AN OFFICER OF THE ARMY.

UBION MKETING AT I'ADUOAII. 

At a large and enthusiastic Union meeting, 
held atPaducah December 25th, 1863, on mo- 
tion, Judge Williams was unanimously re- 
quested to preside, whereupon he introduced 
to the assemblage Col. Hicks, the Post com- 
mandant, who madea must eloquent and able 
speech, driving home to every one the ruinous 
consequences of the rebellion in contrast with 
the happy prosperity of peace and order under 
the government. After Colonel Hicks con- 
cluded, three hearty cheers were given for the 
Union and a like number for Colonel Hicks. 
Judge Williams then rmde a few pertinent 
remarks to show that uolbing but evil, and 
that continually, had flown from this rebel- 
lion; that bitterness, dissensions, robberies 
bloodshed, and death had followed in its train' 
whilst blessings had been brought to none; 
and that it was a paramount duty every one 
owed himself, his wife and children, and 
coantry, to give his unconditional loyalty to 
the government. After he concluded, Mr. 
Redd offered the following resolutions, which 
were passed by acclamation, not a single vote 
in tbe negative: 

Hesotvcd, That we have an unabated confi- 
dence in our representative in Congress, Hon. 
L. Anderson, and we will stand by him in all 
laudable efforts to support tbe government 
and crush the rebellion. 
_ Resolved, That the Louisville Journal, Cin- 
cinnati Gazette, and Commercial be repuested 
to publish these proceedings.

It Is directed by General Order. No. S7S, enrreat s»- 
rUe, from the War Department, that re-onllatod vol- 
unteers returned to their States, shall report, through 
tbe Governor, to the Superintendent of the volunteer 
recruiting sery ice. When officers and men so report, 
tt e respective Governors and Superintendents shonld 
arrange to place such as can be profitably employed oa 
recrmting service, on that duty : the others to be fur- 
lougbed for the time authorized by General Orders No. 
376. When furloughs are granted, they must be signed 
by the Superintendent, who will direct that at the ex- 
piration of tbe time granted, the parties furloughed 
shall report at a stated rendezvous, else be consider- 
ed deserters. 

Superintendents will arrange, under existing regu- 
lations, for the transportation and subsistence of tne»e 
placed on duty. 

Upon the assembling of the veteran volunteers at 
the rendeevoue, after tne expiration of the furloughs, 
Superintendents will report tbe respective commands 
(regiments, companies, or detachments to the Adju-. 
tant General of the army for ordors. The reports will 
give tbo strength of tbe command, the number of%re- 
crnits for it obtained during the furlough, to be stated 
separately. 

In returning the volunteers to the field the Superin- 
tendents will arrange with the Quartermaster s De- 
partment for the necessary transportation. 

Snpeiintendents will confer with the Governors, and 
arrange with them as to the points of rendezvous for 
the voluutcere herein referred to. The rendezvous 
mnst be at poiuts wher* there are already public bar- 
racks or Quarters; and if the accommodations are not 
saQlcient lor the number to rendezvous thereat, tha 
Quartermaster's Department, on the requisition of 
the Superintendent, will supply the deficiency. 

At the respective rendezvous tbe Subsistence De- 
partment wifl be charged with the subsistence of the 
troops. The Superintendents will advise the Snbsisl- 
ence repartmeut of the number of troops that will 
have to be supplied.
